Fears that Arab fury against the imminent partition of 
the Holy Land would erupt in full-scale civil war were 
expressed today as an Arab strike protesting the partition 
went into its third and last day with a mounting death toll. 

New disorders broke out elsewhere in the Arab world, 
even as appeals were made by both Arab and Jews for a 
halt to the violence. 

A highway battle raged in the Arab town of Ramle, | 
midway between Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. It was touched off | 
when an Arab mob attacked Jewish buses being convoyed 
by armored police cars. Many were reported injured. | 

All security forces were put on the alert for 24-hour | 
duty in the Holy Land as the death toll, by an Associated 
Press tabulation, reached 34—19 Jews and 15 Arabs, in 
the three-day wave of pillage, burning and destruction,
